A fire of unknown origin burned for five days and con- 
sumed 16 acres in the Angeles National Forest southwest 
of Lake Hughes, according to John Wagner, assistant pub- 
lic affairs officer, U.S.D.A. Forest Service. According to 
Wagner, the fire was near Camp Mendenhall, a juvenile 
detention facility. 

Residents started noticing smoke at about 3 p.m. on 
Thursday, June 17. The Fire Safe Council was notified and 
the Volunteers on Patrol were called to duty to direct traffic 
away from Lake Hughes Road, which was closed for two 
days. The road and an adjacent area were roped off as a 
possible crime scene. 

By Friday afternoon, the fire was about 75% contained, 
and crews continued suppressing the blaze all weekend, 
with helicopters returning to dip into Lake Hughes shortly 
after dawn on Saturday. It was 100% contained on 
Monday, but not declared “out” until later in the week. 

Wagner said firefighting resources included 130 per- 
sons, 3 helicopters, 10 air tankers, 1 lead plane, and 4 Hot

I'm writing this letter to inform all of you of a recent spree 
of vandalism and property damage crimes in our town 
Multiple homes have been attacked and suffered tens of thou- 
sands of dollars in damage. These homes were chosen com- 
pletely at random. Yours could be next 

Several reports have been filed with the Palmdale Sheriff's 
Department, but they feel that there may be more victims who 
have not reported If you have been victimized you should 
call and report it to them al 661/272-2400 

While the intent behind these attacks may be considered 
harmless pranks the damage that has been caused is not 
When items are “egged” they suffer significant damage. Egg 
does not wash off of stucco, wood or brick, stains cement, and 
immediately erodes the paint off of vehicles 

Please understand that the criminal responsibility when 
damage has reached the amount that these recent attacks 
have caused is significant. Over $10,000 in property damage 
constitutes a felony, a one year prison sentence, a $50,000 
fine and the conviction will stay on their record for their entire 
lifetime (see attached copy of California Penal Code 594) 

Wf you are a parent who has a teen under the age of 18 in 
their home, that you may suspect is involved in these attacks, 
you should know that you will be held financially liable for any 
damages, lawyer's fees, court costs, fines, civil suits, etc 

Some of the homes that have been damaged have now 
taken security measures so if the spree continues it may only 
be a matter of time before the vandals are caught. The van- 
dals are not in a vehicle, which suggests thal they are either

So please be vigilant. If you see a group of teens walking 
the streets late at night (10:00 pm to 2:00 am), or buying eggs 
at one of our loca! stores, then they very well may be the van- 
dals that are terrorizing some of our neighbors.

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Drug Growers Moving 
Our Way

Alarm is growing among residents that our local forest . 
might become prime terntory for “illegals” growing manjuana 

LA. shentfs, Forest Service Law Enforcement, and other 
federal agents recently raided pot farm locations in Lake 
Hughes, (June issue, Mountain Yodeler) Leona Valley, and 
earlier in Juniper Hills 

According to our Resident Deputy Bob Schneider, on Apnil 
26 he arrested two armed illegal aliens, one a parolee, who 
were setting up a pot grow on forest property behind The 
Painted Turtle in Lake Hughes, even plugging into their water 
tank 

Deputy Schneider said, “Pasqual Padilla, 34, of Lancaster 
and Joe! Young, 25, of Littlerock, were using a fairly new black 
Hummer registered to someone in Panorama City. Inside we 
found a 12-gauge shotgun loaded with slugs, PVC pipe, irriga- 
tion drippers, fertilizer, a large quantity of pot seed, receipts 
for camping gear, and a large Doberman dog. Neither suspect 
would elaborate about those items.” 

Schneider continued, “We booked them at Palmdale 
Station for ‘Cultivation of manjuana,’ and ‘Possession of a 
firearm during a felony.’ Based on my report, Young, the 
parolee, agreed to a plea bargain and got 17 months in 
prison. Padilla was deported back to Mexico.” 

On June 4, Deputy Schneider assisted in another raid of a 
pot grow in Leona Valley He reported, “The grow was spotted 
by helicopter and we airlifted out more than 5100 pot plants. 
The site was near110 West & N8 and was probably accessed 
from Spunky Edison Road and Leona Divide So far there 
were no arrests but the investigation is continuing ~ 

While these email excerpts may not be exact quotes, they 
do indicate considerable alarm among residents, From one

Valley accessed from Pacific Crest Trail and Edison Roads — 
very sophisticated ~.” Re. the Juniper Hills grow a resident 
wrote, * — booby traps with fishing line set up to kill the horse 
~ one spear on each side — mine-type traps that look like 
small plants — be careful hiking or nding horseback. They 
(growers) have moved to our area because of the Station Fire 
.. " *=this is likely the cartel, and anything is now possibie. If 
you see them — turn and leave, they will kill you. Do not inves- 
tigate, just turn it in —.~ 

Another resident opined that since forest fires had 
destroyed concealment between La Canada and Acton, pot 
growers have moved to our area Yet another wonders if the 
growers may be responsible for recent burglaries and if they 
started a structure fire in Leona Valley. 

A resident near the Leona Valley pot grow told The 
Yodeler, “My neighbor's caretaker confronted two men in an 
unmarked flatbed truck driving on their property who could 
have been involved. They lied that they were looking for aban- 
doned vehicles.” 

At the Lakes Town Council meeting on June 5, 2010 
Community Policing Deputy Rob Ferrell told this writer, “These 
guys will kill you and leave you in the brush!" Deputy 
Schneider emphasized, “I want to wam folks in The Lakes & 
Valleys so they will be safe. These grows are far from homes 
and on forest property. Growers don't want attention so if left 
alone they probably aren't going to harm anyone. But if any- 
one messes with their operation there is little doubt that they

The next time you are washing your hands and 
compiain because the water temperature 1sn just 
how you like it, think about how things used to be 
Here are some facts about the 1500s 

Most people got marned in June because they 
took their yearty bath in May, and they still smeiled 
pretty good by June. However, since they were 
Starting to smell, bndes Carned a bouquet of flow 
ers to hide the body odor Hence the custom today 
of carrying a bouquet when getting mamed 

Baths consisted of a big tub filled with hot 
water. The man of the house had the privilege of 
the nice clean water, then ail the other sons and 
men, then the women and finally the children Last 
of all the babies. By then the water was so dirty 
you could actually lose someone in it, Hence the 
saying, “Don't throw the baby out with the bath 
water!" 

Houses had thatched roots — thick straw, piled 
high, with no wood underneath. It was the only 
place for animals to get warm, so all the cats and 
other small animals (mice, bugs) lived in the roof. 
When it rained it became slippery and sometimes 
the animals would slip and fall off the roof. Hence 
the saying “It’s raining cats and dogs.” 

There was nothing to stop things from falling 
into the house. This posed a real problem in the 
bedroom where bugs and other droppings could 
mess up your nice clean bed Hence, a bed with 
big posts and a sheet hung over the top afforded 
some protection. That's how canopy beds came 
into existence.

Big Kids’ Book Corner: 


Crazy Jack and The Magic Circle 
by Donna Jo Napoli

Donna Jo Napoli’s retellings of classic fairytales enliven the 
old stories with colorful psychological details about characters 
we previously knew in stark black and white. Two of these sto- 
ries, both told from unique perspectives, are The Magic Circle 
and Crazy Jack. 

In The Magic Circle we get an in-depth study of the-witch 
from Hansel and Gretel. The beginning of the book shows the 
woman as a pure-hearted healer and midwife, working tirelessly 
for the welfare of her {nends and neighbors 

The witch she becomes is not at all what she would have 
chosen to be, but was rather the result of trickery by the devil's 
minions. When the villagers decide to burn her at the stake, 
she flees deep into the forest where she will be safe, and where 
she can do no more harm to others. 

By painting a back story for a witch we have always known 
as a black-hearted eater of children, Napoli makes the reader 
feel sympathy and even love for the maligned character. The 
story also caused me look more closely at the “villains” in my 
own world and wonder what might have driven them to their 
wickedness. 

Crazy Jack is a retelling of Jack and the Beanstalk. " 
you've ever wondered what could possibly inspire that suppos- 
edly dim-witted Jack to sell his family's last asset (a cow) for a 
handful of colored beans, here you go 

Napoli’s retelling doesn't paint Jack as dim-witted from birth. 
His madness stems from witnessing the supposed death and 

suicide of his beloved father. For an additional twist, 
as a result of Jack’s episodes of insanity, his childhood sweet- 
heart and only love chooses to marry another more stable fel- 
low, driving Jack even further over the edge. 

Just as in the original telling, Jack's magic beans grow into a 
giant beanstalk. And just as in the original story, he climbs it to 
find a cannibalistic giant hungering for the blood of an 

r with shouts of "Fee. Fi. Fo. Fum.” 

While the treasures Jack steals from the giant lose some of 
their luster once he gets them back to the real world, Jack's 
ability to make these smaller treasures into something worthy is 
a good lesson for us all. 

Both novels are recommended for ages 12 and up, and both 
are thought provoking reads with compelling historical settings.

Piecing the quilt is usually cone by one woman and may 
take months to accomplish, with the time-hallowed designs of 
quilting tradition still prevailing as favorites. 

Some women are fortunate enough to have heirlooms 
pieced by great-aunt or grandmother, but which have never 
been quilted These old quilts are treasured and add great 
interest to the quilting bees 

The owner of the quilt has one obligation — to provide 


lunch for the group. While as many as 14 may be present dur- 


ing the day, some may stay only a few hours. In a community 
where homes are relatively isolated from one another, the 
quilting bee provide a splendid opportunity to visit neighbors 
and catch up on latest gossip 

Children and dogs add their cheerful note of contusion to 
these gatherings, usually held in one of several comfortable 
farmhouses nestled at the base of pine and manzanita-cov- 
ered mountains. If you stroll outside you may see geese and 
Peacock promenading past honest-to-goodness barns which 
are used for square dancing on Saturday nights 

The simple, wholesome pleasures of another era have 
been evoked in this fine community, as neighborly women 
gather and produce the heirlooms of tomorrow.

9, 2010 at the Green Valley Charitable Hall 

Next on the agenda was the Sheriffs Report. Deputy 
Schneider wanted the residents of Green Valley and sur- 
rounding areas to be aware of the increase in marijuana 
growing activity in our area Due to the Station fire last year 
these criminals are now moving into our mountains. The bust 
he reported last week was at Edison Road and Leona Divide 
Road. Unfortunately none of the criminals were apprehended 
But the deputies were able to destroy about 1,000 Ibs of mari- 
juana 

The raid in Juniper Hills was more successtul with the 
apprehension of some of the criminals. The Juniper Hills raid 
was possible because some horseback riders saw unusual 
activity on a trail that was familiar These criminals are armed 
and not to be approached. Deputy Schneider requested that 
anyone who sees unusual activity in an area they are nding 
or hiking in to not “check it out but call the Palmdale Sheriff 
Station and they will look into it Also if you see someone 
around town that looks suspicion to contact the Paimdaie 
Sheriff Department at 272-2400 

There has also been some malicious mischief by kids late- 
ly. The incidents Included snakes in mail boxes. Again, if you 
see any groups of kids in places they should not be please 
contact the Shentf's Department and they will look into it

The next topic was the organization for the feasibility study 
to stop the Barren Ridge Transmission Lines from going 
through Green Valley.

for a vote by L.A. City Council Some of the subjects in the 
feasibility study that need to be done are environmental, 
property values, and human health 

Warren BeMiller called for help from the community for 
ideas and research. If we are going to succeed in this project 
it is going to take an effort from those who are going to be 
affected: the citizens of Green Valley If you have any time to 
devote to this very important issue please contact President 
Kimmel at 270-9578 or email at djlegai@netzero.com. This is 
going to be a long battle and the community needs to stay 
aware 

Norm Hickling, deputy to Supervisors Antonovich, said this

ered a safe source of these 
healthy fats. 

There are, however, high 
ly purified fish oils that are 
not contaminated. Many 
brands still have a high 
degree of rancidity and taste 
foul and cause indigestion 

Nevertheless, depleting our 
oceans of fish is not a sens 
bie solution for the world’s 
omega-3 needs 

it you choose to consume 
fish, there are some that are 
less contaminated than oth 
ers. (See DrFuhrman.com for 
more information on choos- 
ing fish.) 

In drawing blood levels of 
EPA and DHA in my patients, 
| find that a large percentage 
of individuals do not have 
optimal levels of DHA. | often

Caffeine

If you have a cat, only change the 
litter wearing disposable gloves. By avoiding 
raw dairy products, soft cheeses and under- 
cooked meats, you can reduce the risk of con- 
tacting listeria. 

Caffeine has been a controversial topic for 
decades. Evidence clearly concludes that 
heavy coffee drinkers have increased risk of 
spontaneous abortion and low birth weight in 

*-infants, but the evidence is not clear for moder- 
ate users of caffeine. Nevertheless; it is~wise tom 
stay away from as many toxic substances as 


possible. The bottom line is, if in doubt, don’t do 
it
